The Head Start preschool program got a $210 mil- 


lion increase to $3.5 billion, instead of the extra . 


$700 million the president proposed. Lawmakers 
approved $40 million for reconstruction of New 
York City’s Pennsylvania Station, a $30 million 
increase instead of the $80 million more Clinton 


But Congress also provided $100 million to help 
local school districts’ building projects — a new 
program Clinton did not mention in his budget. 

Last year, Congress gave Clinton $11.5 billion of 
the $16.7 billion in increases he requested — 69 
percent of the money. 

A separate compilation by the House 
Appropriations Committee said that lawmakers had 
also cut 1995 spending for 408 programs to less 
than they received in 1994, including 40 programs 
that were abolished. Overall, these cuts totaled sav- 
ings of more than $25 billion, the committee said. 

The budget for the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration was trimmed to $14 billion, a 
$551 million cut; construction of Army facilities 
was left at $550 million a $320 million reduction; 
and spending for watershed and flood prevention 
operations was held to $70 million; a $151 million

Utah eddicet salaries 
ranked 47th in nation

Utah teacher salaries are below 
the national average, and many 
teachers have to find other ways to 
supplement their income. 

Utah teachers’ salaries rank 44th 
in the nation, an average of $28,056 
“during the 1993-94 school year, 
according to statistics from the 
American Federation of Teachers 
and the National 
Association. Cost of living index 
considered, Utah ranks 47th in the 
nation. The national average salary 
is $35,813, and Connecticut has the 
highest average salary of $50,389. 

“In 1981 we were ranked 25th in 
the nation,” said Paul Henderson, 
executive director of AFT in Utah. 
“So, we’ve fallen almost 20 places 
in over 10 years.” teree 

Utah starting salaries are ranked 
even lower. The average starting 
salary in Utah is $18,787, which 
ranks 47th out of the 50 states and 
the District of Columbia. 

Not everyone agrees with the fig- 
ures, though they do agree salaries 
are too low. Career ladder pro- 
grams, money provided by Utah for 
local district programs, usually sup- 
plement teacher salaries, which 
places them in 39th place, said Lily 
Eskelsen, president.of the Utah 
Education Association. The'NEA 
survey doesn’t account for those 
programs. 

“Not all teachers receive career 
ladder programs,” said Jay Jeffery, 
Utah State Office of Education 
director of finance, “but I think 
most do.” 

Eskelsen agrees that teachers’ 
salaries are too low. 

“We're the ‘K-Mart blue-light 
special’ of the nation’s schools,” 
Eskelsen said. “We have the lowest

per-pupil funding in the nation. 
Teacher salaries are not proportion- 
ate with the incredible workload 
they have to do.” 

One argument against higher 
teacher salaries is that it is cheaper 
to live in Utah than in other states. - 
But the Utah Cost of Living Index - 
is less than 4 percent below the - 
national average. The CLI is an 
average price of all goods bought ~ 
by most households. The average 
for each state is compared to the 
national average as a percentage. 

The state of Michigan is only one- 
tenth of a percent higher than 
Utah’s CLI, and Michigan teachers 
are paid an average of $17,000 
more than Utah teachers. This fac- 
tor caused Utah’s original rank in 
teacher salaries to drop from 44th 
place to 47th, Henderson said. 

Salaries have proportionally 
dropped over the last 10 years. 
According to the AFT statistics; ~ [7 
between 1980 and 1989 Utah was.4 . | 
percent below the national salary. = |- 
average for teachers. Between 1992 
to 1993, Utah was almost 40 per- 
cent below the national average. 

According to the AFT statistics, 
Utah is ranked last in per-pupil 
expenditures, an average of $2,979. 
The national average is $5,319. 

“Utah has a lower number of sup- 
port staff for teachers than any 
other state,” Eskelsen said. “That 
includes counselors, social workers, 
etc. We have the highest class sizes 
and the lowest per-pupil funding 
for public schools.” 

Teachers are paid 22 percent less 
than the national average, Eskelsen 
said.

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Environment awareness no longer. 
a fad, communication expert says

Overshadowed by the evolution of 
peace marches and rock and roll, 
environmental awareness surfaced 
from the conflict marking the 1960s. 

“Night after night, network viewers 
watched oil-soaked birds dying in the 
arms of California college students, 
and local journalists everywhere went 
looking for their own local sidebar, 
their own local human-interest eco- 
logical crisis,” said environmental 
communications researcher David 
Sachsman in a Communications 
Department symposium Thursday. 

Amid the environmental explosion, 
politicians realized “ecology was a 
comparatively safe issue ... that being 
against pollution was good public 
relations,” Sachsman said; over time, 
“more and more government officials 
realized that the environment was 
more than a fad, and that they would 
have to add actions to their words.” 

Sachsman and professor Lee 
Wilkins of the University of Missouri

addressed “Mass Media’s Role in 
Your Information About the 
Environment” as an introductory 
event to the national environmental 
communications conference being 
held on BYU campus and .at 
Sundance this weekend. 

Sachsman holds the George R. West 
Jr. Chair of Excellence ‘in 
Communication and Public Affairs 
and is recognized nationwide for his 
research and scholarly activities in 
environmental reporting. : 

The conference is organized by the 
Society of Environmental Journalists 
(SEJ) and will feature speakers such 
as EPA Administrator Carol Browner 
and representatives from various 
environmental and media organiza- 
tions. Panel discussions will tackle 
issues such as “Declaring Sacred 
Ground” and “Radiation and Human 
Exposure.” 

Conference events are restricted to 
SEJ members, but a limited overflow 
space in the ELWC Ballroom for 
Browner’s speech at noon today is 
open to students and faculty. 
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Texan out of time to save Academy Square 


Georgetown Development Co. has withdrawn its offer to allow a Texas man 
time to present a viable offer to restore Academy Square, following the City 
Council’s decision to table the matter last week. 

“Georgetown has said that they’re no longer willing to dilly-dally through the 
process,” Provo Mayor George Stewart said. 

The city signed an agreement in June to sell the property to Georgetown. 
However, prior to the Sept. 27 council meeting, Georgetown offered to give 
Fred Lucas of Austin, Texas, 45 days to finalize his proposal to restore three of 
the historic buildings. 

The offer was contingent on the council surplusing the property, condemning 
an easement held by the Utah Heritage Foundation, and Lucas paying 
Georgetown $100,000 plus costs if the city accepted his offer. 

Also, the Heritage Foundation would have had to dismiss its lawsuit against 
the city. 

However, the council tabled the offer for two weeks to determine if Lucas 
should be given more than 45 days. 

In a letter to Stewart, Georgetown said tabling the offer was the same as 
killing it. 


Investigators search for answers in cult deaths 


CHEIRY, Switzerland — One cult member wrote her family that she had 
come to Switzerland to die, and another said the cult was “leaving this earth” to 
escapé “the hypocrisies and oppression of this world.” 

Investigators struggled Thursday to explain the mass deaths of 48 followers of 
the mysterious Order of the Solar Tradition, amid revelations that some victims 
had been injected with a powerful drug, and the discovery of more bodies at a 
house in Canada owned by cult leader Luc Jouret. 

There was still no sign of Jouret, and authorities said they did not know if he 
was dead or alive. 

Bernard Geiger, police chief in Valais Canton, where the bodies of 25 people 
were found, including several children, said he did not believe all the cult mem- 
bers wanted to die. : 


Nevada district calls seminary students truant 


PANACA, Nev. — Officials of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints are investigating reports that seminary students at Lincoln County High 
School are being listed as truant. 

Don LeFevre, an LDS Church spokesman, said the probe was under way by 
the Church Education System. 

School District Superintendent Don Francom confirmed that students who 
leave during official school hours to attend seminary are being referred to the 
county district attorney as truant. 

Francom said it is against Nevada law for the school to release students on a 
daily basis to attend’ seminary. 

LeFevre emphasized the Church “wants to make it clear that they do not want 
to go counter to the law,” but is exploring all the facts of the case. 

On Sept. 26, Francom directed Principal Lorell Bleak to see that students are 
enrolled in the public school every period. 


Emission tests to be required for diesel cars 


Beginning this winter, the Wasatch Front’s diesel-powered cars and trucks 
must submit to annual emissions testing, just like their gasoline-burning 
mechanical cousins. 

The: program is part of the region’s fine-particulate pollution control plan 
adopted several years ago. If it is not in place by Dec. 1, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency could redesignate Utah, Salt Lake and Davis 
counties as a “serious” pollution area. 


Currently, the counties are designated as “moderate,” avoiding possible sanc- | 


tions from Washington. 

Health officials say that diesel-powered engines emit carcinogens that can 
penetrate deep into the lungs in the same way as tar from cigarette smoking. 

“We’re taxing a group of people a quarter of a million dollars to predictably 
get no improvement,” said Provo resident Lee Allen, executive director of 
Citizens for Environmental Common Sense. 

The county is imposing the program simply to satisfy the EPA, not help peo- 
ple, he said. ; 
' But Ralph Clegg, deputy Utah County health director, said he did not expect 
much serious opposition.

Juvenile offenders clean 
as punishment for graffiti

The 4th District Juvenile Court 
has developed a unique form of 
poetic justice for its offenders. 

The most common offense that is 
handled in juvenile court is 
destruction of property, such as 
vandalism and graffiti, said 
Wanda Santiago, special service 
supervisor. The court orders these 
juvenile offenders to perform ser- 
vice hours for restitution, and 
many of these youths participate in 
a graffiti clean-up program to ful- 
fill their sentence. 

“In many cases we actually have 
graffiti offenders cleaning up other 
graffiti,” Santiago said. “Our goal 
is to make Utah County a graffiti- 
free community.” 

The graffiti clean-up program 
sponsored by the 4th District 
Juvenile Court is known as Teams 
Against Graffiti. Santiago said 
juvenile court covers the expense 
for transportation and supervision, 
but asks the cities to cover the 
expense for supplies. 

Teams Against Graffiti has three 
crews of five to seven youth that 
work Monday through Thursday 
and on Saturday morning cleaning 
up graffiti sites that have been 
investigated and approved for 


removal by the -city police, 
Santiago said. The crews are trans- 
ported in vans and supervised by a 
juvenile court employee. 

Jay Hughes, a BYU senior from 


Salt Lake City, majoring in bio- 


chemistry, works part-time as a 
Teams Against Graffiti supervisor 
covering Provo and Springville. 
He said the youths he works with 
have service-hour sentences that 
range from 20 hours to more than 
200 hours. 

Hughes said the graffiti clean-up 
program gives a 
structured environment in which 
they learn to work well, get along 
with others and become responsi- 
ble. 

“We're not into punishment as 
much as making the kids feel good 
about themselves,” Hughes said. 
“We give them a chance to make a 
positive contribution to the com- 
munity, and that’s something 
they’re not used to doing all the 
time.” 

Graffiti is a minor problem in 
Provo, said Dave Bolda, Provo 
police lieutenant and supervisor of 
the youth crime unit. Last year 
Provo had about 150 cases of graf- 


_ fiti; and the police department is 


aggressively enforcing punishment 
for destruction of property in an 
attempt to keep the problem under 
control.

Cox has received international 
recognition for his efforts to save rain 
forests in the South Pacific. 

His work includes the leading of 
projects to establish a U.S. national 
park in American Samoa, raising 
money td save the 30,000 “acre 
Falealupo rain forest in Western 
Samoa and creating three new rain 
forest preserves. 

There are plenty of good reasons for 
Americans to be concerned about the 
preservation of rain forests that are as 
far away as Samoa, but Cox says the 
best reason he has heard was one stat- 
ed by a second grader in a class dis- 
cussion. 

After the typical responses from stu- 
dents about why rain forests should 
be saved, a student raised his hand 
and said, “If we cut down all the rain 
forests, the world won’t be the world 
anymore.” 

Cox cited theological reasons for his 
feelings about saving the rain forests.

“We show disrespect to his master- 
piece when we mistreat it.”

Recent news of BYU’s banning of 
R-rated Schindler’s List has flown 
across the nation and landed in sever- 
al newspapers. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints’ view on R-rated 
movies is peculiar when held to the 
world’s standards. Ironically, opinions 
among Church members range from 
strict to loose. 

“T made a deci- 
sion that I would 
never see an R- 
rated movie — 
edited or not,” said 
Todd Lassig,. a.

“My understanding is that the 
brethren have counseled the Saints 
against R- and X-rated movies,” said 
Leaun G. Otten, asso¢iate; professor of 
Church history and dggtyne and stake 
president. “I don’t find it;to be a com- 
mandment.” 

Movie preferences will never be dis- 
cussed in an official interview, Otten 
said. 

“It is a personal preference thing,” 
said Holly Sinema, a freshman in 
vocal performance from Tucson, 
Arizona. “Tf it’s going to be a worth- 
while movie, I’ll go see it regardless 
of the rating.” 

Sinema’s view must be popular 
among students. Local video rental 
stores report renting “tons” of R-rated 
movies. 

“The Church’s influence really 
doesn’t affect us,” said Travis Nicholl, 
manager of Blockbuster in Provo. 
“Students represent 85 percent of our 
customers, and they don’t hesitate to 
rent movies of all ratings.” 

An estimated 20 percent of video 
rentals at Pegasus are R-rated, said 
Clint Baldwin, assistant manager. 

“That is definitely low, but it’s not 
because of the students,” Baldwin 
said. “The families that come in never 


rent anything above PG or PG-13, - 


while the students rent all sorts of 
films.” 

Baldwin estimates students as 60 

percent of their business; and said 
their views are as opposite as their 
hometowns. 
_ “We get a lot of students in here that 
won't rent R-rated movies, but then 
there are those that don’t even check 
the rating,” Baldwin said. “Overall, 
the LDS Church has no impact on 
us. 

Many argue that the ratings system 
isn’t reliable. 

“If you base your decision on the 
world’s criteria, you’re in trouble,” 
said John Fish, a senior in communi- 
cations from Salem, Ore. 


n’t seem to matter 
what the Church says, we still rent 
videos,” Burnett said. “We bring 
home films with objectionable parts, 
but we say, ‘I can simply fast forward 
the bad parts in my mind.’ We tend to 
desensitize ourselves.” 

Lassig believes editing films will 
lead to the same desensitization. 

“Unfortunately, I think the school is 
just finding a loophole so we can see 
those movies,” Lassig said. “If my 
nonmember friends ask me if I’ve 
seen an R-rated movie, I want to be 
able to say ‘no.’ It doesn’t matter if 
we see an edited or non-edited ver- 
sion. It is the same.” 

Others appreciate the service the 
Varsity Theater provides. 

“I’m a strict, don’t go see R-rated 
movies kind of guy,” Fish said. “But I 
look forward to seeing shows on cam- 
pus. I was ticked when they canceled 
Schindler’s List.” 

“T think students are mature enough 
to deal with the issues presented in 
Schindler’s List,’ Jones said. “TI real- 
ize we have standards, but we also 
have a responsibility to. the world. As 
its citizens, we need to be award of 
the problems.” 

Simply because it exists, doesn’t 
mean we need to see it, Fish argued. 

“There is swearing on the streets, 
but that doesn’t mean we need to 
bring it into our homes,” Fish said. 
“The R-rated counsel the Church 
gives is a bare minimum. The Word of 
Wisdom was given for the weakest 
members, and I see the movie issue 
the same way. For example, we don’t 
drink gasoline even though: we 
weren’t told specifically not to.” 

Lassig suggested other ways to 
become educated. 

“There are other ways to learn,” 
Lassig said. “I read Schindler’s List 
rather than view it. It puts more pres- 
sure on the individual to find the 
books. But I take sustaining ecclesias- 
tical leaders very seriously. We all 
need to use the spirit in making deci- 
sions.”

Trespassing preacher fined $100:

The cost to Michael Woroniecki for 
declaring on campus that BYU stu- 
dents were going to hell was a $100 
fine. 

After University Police handcuffed 
Woroniecki and escorted him off cam- 
pus, he was issued a class B misde- 
meanor for interfering with campus 
activities and failure to leave when 
ordered, said Captain Michael 
Harroun of University Police. 

Since his ministry prevented him 
from meeting a proposed court date 
Oct.:28, Woroniecki met Thursday 
with Fourth Circuit Court Judge John 
Blacklund five minutes before 
Blacklund’s session began. Blacklund 
issued a $100 fine and suspended a 
ten-day jail sentence to allow 
Woroniecki to leave. 

“If he was sponsored, he could have 
spoken,” said R. J. Snow, advance- 
ment vice president.

“If he did show up here and behave 
like that, I assure you he would be 
ejected,” Garvey said.

Utahns breeding emus 
for leather and food

Emus, the large, flightless national 
bird of Australia, are becoming a pop- 
ular source of leather and food in 
Utah and the United States. 

There are now approximately 20 to 
25 people raising emus in Utah, said 
Annette Jensen, of Cleveland, Utah. 
Jensen began breeding emus three 
years ago, starting with one pair. She 
now has 40 of the exotic birds. 

Emu leather, considered to be very 
high quality, is used to make all kinds 
of leather products, including cloth- 
ing, handbags and wallets. 

Meat from the birds is high in pro- 
tein, free of cholesterol and almost 
free of fat, Jensen said. “It is red and 
tastes like beef,” she said. 

The low fat and cholesterol proper- 
ties are due mainly to the diet of the 
birds and their free-range lifestyle, 
Jensen said. 

Intermountain Farmers Association 
produces the feed for the birds. Emus 
eat the same feed that IFA makes for 
ostriches, said Chantel Brown, of IFA 
in Price. The feed is very high in pro- 
tein and comes in starter, breeder and 
grower formulas, each containing dif- 
ferent levels of protein. 

Bob Green, a breeder in South 
Jordan, held an emu barbecue for 
about 45 people at his home. Green, 
who is still building on his ranching 
operations, brought a bird in from 
Australia to feed his guests. 

“The meat is very popular and dif- 
ferent. We smoked some and made 
some into sausages,’ Green said. The 
price of the meat worked out to about 
$13 a pound, although Green believes 
the price will go down as the industry 
builds. 

Emu dishes should be available in 
Utah’s finer restaurants within two to 
three years, Green said. 

Green’s small operation started 2 
1/2 years ago with some three-month- 
old chicks. He now has eight emus — 
four breeding pairs. 

The emu ranching industry in the 
United States began about 12 years

Although King Kong’s mobility 
works in their favor, the necessary 
equipment required a large initial 
investment. Their main investor was 
Rohlen’s grandfather, who put up the 
money in exchange for a promise.

King Kong is fulfilling its promise 
by sponsoring a dance in November 
for the Utah chapter of “Best 
Buddies,” a program that pairs spe- 
cial-education children with BYU stu- 
dents. 

“We hope to do even more special 
programs like this,” Rohlen said. 

But time may be a problem. Booked 
with weekend gigs until December, 
King Kong Broadcasting Inc. is in 
high demand. 

“We’re riding on a wave right now,” 
McMacken said. “We’re successful 
because we’re not afraid to show that 
we love what we do.” ; 

When asked what their future goals 


were, Rohlen and McMacken were 
quick to agree, “get on the David 
Letterman show.”

BYU professor Jay Fox is working 
to educate people about mental ill- 
ness, during National Mental Illness 
Awareness Week, Oct. 2-8. 

“Our goal is to make people more 
aware of the fact that mental illness is 
a no-fault disease,” said Jay Fox, pres- 
ident of the Utah County Chapter 
Alliance for the Mentally Til. 

Mental illness affects more people 
than diabetes, lung and heart disease 
combined, Fox said. 

“Mental disorders result in stagger- 
ing economic costs to society, which 
are estimated to be in excess of $40 
billion annually and include direct 
treatment and support costs, as well as 
indirect costs such as lost productivi- 
ty,’ according to a proclamation by 
the Utah County. Board of 
Commissioners. 

“Serious mental illness such as 
schizophrenia and the major depres- 
sions are now known to be diseases of 
the brain and not caused by individual 
weaknesses or poor family life,” the 
proclamation said. 

Early recognition and treatment of 
mental illness vastly improves the 
likelihood of restored health, the 
proclamation said. 

The Utah County Alliance for the 
Mentally Ill is a self-help organization 
of families and friends working to 
improve the care and treatment of per- 
sons afflicted with serious mental ill- 
ness. 

Mental illness affects the individ- 
ual’s ability to get a job,.keep a job, 
establish an adequate and comfortable 
place to live, maintain quality family 


relations and develop personal friend- 
ships, as defined by the Utah Alliance 
for the Mentally Il. 

Jay Fox and Don Muller will offer a 
presentation about mental health to 
Provo-Orem Chamber of Commerce 
members at noon today, at the Provo 
Park Hotel. 

There will be a SK Wellness Run at 
10 a.m. Saturday, Oct. 8, beginning at 


the Youth Center at the state hospital, 
1300 East Center, Provo. ~ 

There is no entrance fee, and the 
public is invited to attend the 
Wellness Run. 

The alliance educates the public by 
distributing factual information about 
mental illness, changing stereotypes 
and overcoming stigma, as stated in 
the Alliance brochure.
